The  recruiting  of  each  regiment  or 
corps  ^except  the  Rangers  and  Artificers 
and  privates  of  engineers,)  will  be  super- 
intended by  a field  officer,  having  under 
his  direction  subordinate  officers.  The 


monthly  returns  ; bill  it  will  be  observed 
that  this  regulation  must  by  no  means  in-* 
terfere  with  the  correspondence  of  super- 
intending field  officers  with  the  offices 
of  the  paymaster  general,  the  accountant 
of  the  war  department,  or  the  superin- 
tendent general  of  military  supplies. 

Monthly  accounts  and  vouchers  for 
bounties  and  premiums  to  recruits  will 
be  transmitted  to  the  pay-master  gene- 
ral : monthly  accounts  and  vouchers  for 
contingencieB  to  the  accountant  of  the 
war  department ; and  quarterly  accounts 
and  vouchers  for  clothing,  arms,  accou- 
trements and  camp  equipage  to  the  su- 
perintendent general  of  military  supplies 
at  the  city  of  W ashington. 

The  superintending  field  officers  will 
receive  money  from  the  paymaster  gene- 
ral, or  his  deputies,  and  be  held  responsi- 
ble for  its  application.  When  funds  are 
exhausted,  or  likely  to  be  so,  they  will 
make  requisitions  for  further  supplies, 
accompanying  them  with  abstracts  of 
payments  already  made.  Subordinate 
officers  will  receive  money  from  the  su- 
perintending field  officers,  for  which  they 
will  give  duplicate  receipts,  and  be  held 
accountable  to  them  ; which  receipts 
will  be  the  proper  and  sufficient  vouch- 
ers in  the  settlement  oi  their  accounts 

Besides  their  weekly  statements  of 
their  accounts,  shewing  the  amount  of 
money,  clothing,  camp  equipage,  and  all 
other  appurtenances  for  the  recruiting 
service  received  and  distiibuted,  and  the 
balance  remaining  on  hand,  they  shall  al- 
so report  weekly  to  the  superintending 
field  officers  the  strength  of  iheir  parties, 
the  names  of  their  recruits,  and  the  des- 
cription of  their  persons  respectively 

The  second  section  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, passed  on  the  10th  of  December, 
1814,  w hich  is  annexed,  will  be  strictly 
adhered  to,  and  in  all  cases  of  enlistment 
inapplicable  to  the  intent  of  that  section 
of  the  act,  the  bounty  money  will  be  paid 
immediately  after  the  recniit  signs  his 
enfistment,  and  has  been  reported  favora- 
bly of  by  the  inspecting  surgeon, or  sur- 
geon’s mate. 

As  soon  as  convenient,  every  recruit 
will  take  and  subscribe  the  necessary 
oath,  agreeably  to  the  tenth  article  of 
“ the  rules  and  articles  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  armies  of  the  U.  Slates,’'  and 
no  objection  is  to  be  made  to  a recruit  for 
want  of  size,  provided  he  be  strong,  active 
and  well  made. 

If  any  recruit  after  having  received  the 
bounty  in  money  shall  abscond,  he  is  to 
be  pursued  and  punished  as  a deserter. 

Kvery  officer  engaged  in  the  recruit- 
ing service,  at  posts  where  there  shall  be 
no  quarter  master,  will  procure  the  ne- 
cessary transportation,  forage,  fuel,  s'law* 
£c  stationery,  taking  the  necessary  vouch- 
ers. 

Rccruiiing  officers  shall,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, be  furnished  with  proper  music 
from  their  regiments ; where  this  may  be 
impossible,  and  musicians  have  not  been 
enlisted,  they  arc  authorised  to  engage  a 
dimmer  and  fifer  at  a rate  not  exceed- 
ir9^  5 dollars  per  month  and  one  i-ation 
per  day  ; or  if  the  party  be  of  either  of 
the  light  corps  of  the  army,  the  officer 
comniandiiig  it  may  hire  a btigleman  or 
a trumpeter  at  the  rate  of  iwelvc  dollars 
per  month,  and  one  ration  per  day.

of  paying'  tlic  premium  of  eight  doilars  to 
the  non-commissioned  offic<;r,  soklier  or 
citizen  who  engaged  him  to  enlist,  will  be 
excusable;  and  if  any  necessary  delay  cr 
embarrassment  be  imposed  on  the  pay- 
ment due  to  the  non-commissioned  offi- 
cer, soldier  or  citizen  so  finding  and  en- 
gaging a recruit,  the  officer  producing 
such  delay  will,  on  due  proof  thereof,  be 
dismissed  the  service  In  all  cases  the 
receipt  for  the  amount  of  premium  of  the 
person  finding  and  engaging  theiecruit 
will  be  annexed  to  the  enlistment. 

The  sixteenth  sertion  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  2d  May,  1814,  is  repealed  by 
the  act  of  Congress  of  the  lOih  of  Dec. 
18U. 

No  subordinate  recruiting  officer  will 
correspond  with  the  superintendent  of  the 
recruiting  service,  but  through  the  super- 
intending field  officer  of  bis  regiment  or 
corps. 

No  furlough  from  a rendezvous,  be- 
yond leave  of  absence  for  ten  days,  will 
be  granted  to  any  subordinate  recruiting 
officer,  but  by  application,  through  bis  su- 
perintending field  officer,  being  made  to 
the  department  of  war,  directed  to  the 
auperiniemient  of  the  recruiting  service. 

So  soon  as  any  regimental  recruiting 
rendezvous  is  fixed,  the  superintending 
field  officer  will  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  recruiting  service, 
to  the  paymaster  general,  to  the  contract- 
or ol  the  district,  and  to  tlie  nearest  com- 
missary of  purchases,  to  the  end,  that  sup- 
plies of  money,  clothing,  and  other  ne- 
cessaries, be  firomfiUi^  and  regularly  fur- 
nished. 

Eveiy  non-commissioned  officer  or  sol- 
dier who  shall  enlist  himself  in  the  scr- 
■vice,  shall  at  the  time  of  his  so  enlisting, 
or  within  six  days  aftcrwatds,  have  “ the 
articles  for  the  government  of  the  armies 
of  tlie  U.  States,”  re^  to  him  by  the  offi- 
cer who  enlisted  him,  or  by  tliC  com- 
manding officer  of  the  troop  or  company 
into  which  he  was  enlisted  ; be  taken  be- 
fore the  ncx:  justice  of  the  peace  or  chief 
magistrate  of  any  city  or  town  corporate 
(not  being  an  officer  of  the  army)  or 
svhere  recourse  cannot  be  had  to  the  civil 
magistrate,  before  the  jtidge  advocate, 
and  in  his  presence  shall  take  the  follow- 
ing oath  or  affirmation  : 

“ I,  A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear  or  affiim, 
(^as  the  case  maybe)  that  I will  bearti'tie, 
allegiance  to  the  U.  States  of  America,  j 
and  that  I will  serve  them  honestly  and 
faithfully  against  all  their  enemies  or  op-j 
pressors  whatsoever,  and  observe  and  o- 
bey  the  orders  of  the  President  of  the  U.| 
States,  and  the  officers  apjvointed  over  me 
according  to  « the  rules  and  articles  of 
the  government  ol  the  armies  of  the  U. 
States  which  justice,  magistrate  or 
judge  advocate  is  to  give  the  officer  a 
certificate  signifying  that  the  man  enlist- 
ed did  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation. 

Eeacli  superintending  field  officer  of  a 
regiment  will  have  attached  to  him  a sub- 
altem  to  perform  the  duties  of  an  acting 
adjutant,  one  non-commissioned  officer 
as  an  acting  serjeant-major,  and  a clerk 
to  be  taken  from  the  ranks  of  the  army. 

Each  officer  commanding  a recruiting 
rendezvous  of  a regiment  or  corps  will  be 
entitled  to  a servant,  as  jirescribed  by  the 
9th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  passed 
on  the  30th  of  March,  1814,  allowing  ser- 
vants to  officers  commanding  separate 
posts  or  detachments. 

The  lecruiting  officers  in  every  district 
are  atithoriscd  to  receive  recruits  fyom 
citizens,  to  exemnt  those  citizengifcom 
military  duty,  on  calls  of  the  U.  ^tes, 
according  to  the  following  act  of  Con- 
gress : 

“ An  act  making  fur' her  provision  for  filling 

the  ranks  of  the  army  of  the  U.  States 
fie  it  enacted  bv  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Hepresentatives  of  the  United  States  of  .America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  a*fter  the 
passing  of  this  act,  each  and  every  commis. 
aioned  officer  who  shall  be  emploved  in  the 
rectuiting  service,  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorised  to  enlist  into  the  army  of  the  Uni. 
ted  States,  any  free,  effective,  able-bodied 
man,  between  the  ages  of  eigh'een  and  fifty 
years  ; which  enlistment  shall  be  absolute  and 
binding  upon  all  persons  under  the  age  of  21 
years,  as  well  as  upon  pervons  of  full  age, 
cucli  recruiting  officer  having  complied  with 
all  the  requisitions  of  the  laws  regulating  the 
recruiting  service. 

“ Sec.  2 .Jnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  recruiting  officer  to 
pay  or  del'vcr  to  a recruit  under  the  age  of 
twenty^jne  years,  to  be  enlisted  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  any  bounty  or  clothing,  or  in  any  man- 
ner restrain  him  from  his  liberty,  until  after 
the  expiration  of  f.iur  days  from  the  time  of 
his  enlistmeut  j and  it  shall  be  kswful  for  the 
said  recruit,  at  any  time  during  the  said  four 
days,  to  reconsider  and  withdraw  his  enlist- 
ment, and  thereupon  he  shall  forthwith  be  dis 
charged  and  exonerated  from  the  same 

“ Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  so 
much  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act,  passed  the 
twentieth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirteen,  entitled  ” ,\n  act  sup 
plementary  to  tlie  act,  entitled  “ An  set  for 
the  more  perfect  organization  of  the  army  of 
the  United  States,”  as  requires  the  consent  in 
writing,  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  master,  to 
authorise  the  enlistment  of  persons  under  the 
age  of  twenty  one-y^ars,  shall  be,  & the  same 
is  hereby  repealed.-  Provided,  hoscerer.  That 
in  case  of  the  enlistment  of  an>  person  held  to 
service  as  an  apprentice,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  whenever  such  person,  at  the  time 
of  enlistment,  shall  be  be)^  by  his  indenture 
to  serve  for  any  term  betO-'^  two  and  three 
years,  his  master  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
Che  half  of  the  money  bounty  ; if  held,  in  like 
manner,  to  serve  between  one  and  two  years, 
the  master  sb^l  be  entitled  to  receive  one- 
third  of  Ihe  mimej-  bounty  as  aforc.said  ; and  if 
held,  in  like  mslnner,  to  serve  one  year  or  less 
the  master  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one! 
fourth  of  the  money  bounty  asafiresaid. 

“Sec.  4 And  be  it  further  enacred,  That  in 
lieu  of  the  bounty  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
-acres  of  land,  now  allon;ed  by  law,  there  ahsll 
be  allowed  to  each  non-commissioned  officer  8s 
soldier,  hereafter  enlisted,  when  discharged 
from  service,  who  shall  have  obtained  from  the 
commanding  officer  of  his  company  battalion 
cr  regiment,  a certifitate  that  he  bid  fiithful- 


ly  peifuniicd  ii. I duly  whilst  in  sen  icc,  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres  ofland,  to  be  survey- 
ed, laid  oil',  and  granted,  under  the  same  regu- 
lations, ami  in  every  respect  in  the  same  man- 
ner now  prcscrihgd  by  law  ; and  the  widun  and 
children,  and  if  there  be  no  widow  nor  child, 
the  parents  of  every  non-commissioned  officer 
■md  soldiei',  enlisted  accoi ding  to  law,  who 
may  be  killed  or  die  in  the  service  of  the  U. 
States,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  as  afuresai'l ; 
but  the  same  shall  nut  pass  to  coll.iteral  rela- 
tions, any  law  heretofore  passed  to  the  contra- 
ry notwithstanding 

“ Sec  5.  .Ind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any 
person  subject  t->  militia  duty,  who  shall,  ac- 
cording to  law,  furnish  a recruit  for  the  army 
of  the  United  Slates,  at  his  own  expense,  to 
serve  duriug  llie  war,  shall  thereafter  be  ex 
empl  from  militia  duty  during  the  w ar ; and 
every  recruit  thus  furnished shalihe  delivered 
to  some  recruiting  officer  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  immediately  grant  his  receipt  for 
such  recruit  to  the  person  furnishing  him  ; and 
shall  flit  thwilli  report  the  same  to  the  depart- 
ment of  war,  and  shall  specify  in  the  report 
the  name  of  such  person,  and  liis  plare  of  res- 
idence, as  well  as  the  name  and  descripii  m of 
the  recruit;  whereiip  n it  shall  be  the  duly  ol 
the  secrclary  (or  the  department  of  war  to 
grant  to  the  pens  ni  tuin-sliing  such  recruit,  a 
certificate  of  exemption  from  militia  dul%  du- 
ring the  war,  upon  calls  made  upon  the  siith  iri- 
ty  of  the  United  Slates  ; w hich  certificate  shall 
he  good  and  available  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
p-'ses  for  that  object ; and  every  recruit  thus 
furnished  shall  he  fiititied  to  \lie  bounty  in 
land,  in  the  same  manner,  and  up.-n  tl  c same 
conditions  as  the  other  recruits  in  t-'ie  army  of 
the  United  States. 

“ Approved — December  10th,  1014.'’ 

And  in  accepting  those  substitutes,  the 
following  rules  will  ho  observed  : 

Ei'acli  stmci'intcnding  field  offieer  will 
be  sirpplied  front  the  office  of  siipeiinten- 
dence,  at  Washington,  with  blank  certi- 
ficates of  exemption,  signed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  W'ar,  which  he  will  fill  up  with 
the  names  of  such  citizens  as  shall  bring 
forward  to  him  efficient  and  able-bodied 
men  for  the  army,  and  wbicli  be  will 
countei  sign,  noticing  the  number  of  tlie 
district  and  the  name  of  the  s'ate,  and 
the  number  of  the  regiment  or  corps  in 
which  sticli  lecruit  was  enlisted.  Rut, 
previous  to  the  filling  up  the  blanks,  tl,c 
necessary  examination  of  toe  recruits,  so 
presented  by  the  citizens,  will  be  made 
by  the  surgeon  or  surgeon’s  mates  ; and 
the  certificates  must  be  presented  with 
the  least  possible  delay,  on  the  favorable 
report  of  the  surgeons  or  surgeons’ 
mates  to  the  citizens. 

As  the  law  provides  for  the  first  pav- 
ment  to  a recruit,  on  bis  enlistment,  ol 
fifty  dollars  in  part  of  bis  bounty  money, 
on  no  consideration,  nor  in  any  casendiat- 
ever,  shall  any  recruting  officer  pay  to  a 
recruit  less  than  the  precise  sum  of  fifty 
dollars,  in  part  of  the  payment  of  bis 
bounty,  so  specified  by  law.  And  if  any 
reciuiting  officer  shall  be  known  to  trans- 
gress this  law,  or  to  give  a due  bill  to  a 
recruit  for  a part  of  bounty  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  after  the  promulgation  of  this  cir- 
cular, he  shall  be  dismissed  the  service.

Each  depot  will  be  directed  by  field  of- 
ficers to  superintend  the  instruction  of 
the  recruits  in  the  drill  and  police  previ- 
ous to  their  joining  their  respective  regi- 
ments or  corps.

corps  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintend- 
ing field  officer)  amount  to  a Sufficient 
number  for  removal  to  their  proper  de- 
pot of  instruction,  in  order  that  he  may 
receive  orders  for  their  march  to  such 
depot ; and  previous  to  their  march  he 
will  have  the  recruits  mustered  and  in- 
spected by  his  acting  adjutant,  or  such 
other  office!*  as  he  shall  appoint  for  the 
purpose  ; and  all  rolls  of  such  musters 
and  inspections  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
proper  departments.  And  should  any  re- 
cruit die  or  desert  before  such  muster  Sc 
inspection  shall  take  place,  the  officer  by 
whom  such  recruit  was  enlisted  shall 
give  to  the  superintending  field  officer 
a certificate  on  honor  of  the  fact,  which 
certificate  the  superintending  field  offi- 
cer will  send  to  the  paymaster  general  at- 
tached to  hit  next  monthly  return,  and 
such  certificate  will  be  deemed  a suffi- 
cient and  proper  voucher  in  the  settle- 
ment cf  accounts  with  the  paymaster  ge- 
neral’s and  the  accountant’s  offices. 

Every  recruiting  officer  is  authorised 
to  enlist  musicians,  and  the  commanding 
officers  of  regiments  or  corps  will,  on  no 
pretext,  deprive  such  officers  of  the  ser- 
vices of  such  musicians  during  their  tour 
of  duty  on  the  recruiting  service.  The 
recruiting  officers  will  be  at  liberty  to 
enlist  beys  fvomusicians  agreeably  to  ex- 
isting laws  relative  to  minors,  and  such 
toys  will  be  sent  to  the  depots  of  instruc 
tion  with  the  first  parlies  marching  there- 
to, where  they  will  be  instructed  in  music 
previous  to  their  joining  their  respective 
regiment. 

At  each  depot  will  be  stationed  as 


soon  as  tlicy  can  be  provided,  a drum 
and  fife  major,  a teacher  of  the  bugle  and 
a teacher  of  the  trumpet,  and  such  musi- 
cians will  remain  at  the  depots  for  the 
instruction  of  the  boys  to  be  sent  thither 
agreeably  to  the  foregoing  regulation.  Sc 
they  will  receive  the  like  montlily  pay  and 
rations  provided  by  law  for  drum  and  fife ! 
majors.  .An!*  all  tucb  musicians  will  be  I 
mustered  and  inspected  agreeably  to  es- 
tablished regulations. 

Kecruiiing  officers  will  be  allowed  to 
enlist  able-bodied  deserters  from  the  ene- 
my ; but  it  must  be  expressly  understood, 
that  such  deserters  after  enlistment  shall 
be  placed  at  the  depots  of  instruction  for 
the  districts  in  which  they  enlist,  and  to 
be  retained  in  all  regimental  returns  as 
on  roinmand  at  depot  number 

Duplicates  of  all  returns  sent  to  the  of- 
fice  of  supcrintendi  nce  ol  the  recruiting 
service  will  be  forwarded  to  the  adjutant 
and  inspector  general,  and  superintend- 
ing ofliccrs  arc  particularly  charged  to 
observe  this  regulation 

The  dcpartineiit  of  war  calls  for  the 
most  assiduous  exertions  from  all  medi- 
cal officers  employed  and  to  be  employ- 
ed in  altoiuling  on  sick  recruits  at  liospi- 1 
tals  and  rendezvous;  but  in  order  that 
there  may  be  no  possible  excuse  bci'caf-’ 
ter,  for  neglec.  of  duty  on  the  pari  of 
jstirh  medical  officers,  means  will  be  im-; 
mediately  adopted  for  preparing  hospitals,  j 
for  the  special  reception  and  the  use  of 
such  recruits,  at  vaiious  points  of  recruit- 
ing districts,  and  surgeon  and  snrgeons’ 
mates  w j',  be  si  lectcd  for  the  exclusive 
attendance  cf  ll  em  ; any  riattentiou  or 
incapacity  will  thereby  be  known  and  re- 
ported by  the  siiperiiilending  field  officer 
tlirougli  tlie  office  of  S’jperiiiiendencc  of 
the  recruiting  service  to  llte  department 
of  war,  and  punished  accordingly  ; while, 
at  tlic  same  time,  meiiiorious  exeition  Sc 
ability  will  be  truly  made  known  to  the 
department,  and  receive  bonory  notice. 

AVliile  the  hospitals  are  pieparing,  the 
medical  officer,  now*  cmployctl  in  atiend- 
ance  on  sick  recruits,  w ill  see  that  the 
most  convenient  quarters  are  provided 
for  them  to  be  kept  in  perfect  neatness, 
and  that  the  recruits  preserve  temperance 
and  cleanliness  ; and  it  must  be  moreover 
observed  that  no  recruiting  officer  shall 
place  a recruit  on  duty  of  any  kind  until 
after  the  attending  medical  officer  shall 
report  him  discharged  the  hospital  or 
rendezvous  : the  medical  officer  must  be 
the  sole  judge  in  this  case  ; arid  if  he 
do  not  possess  suffi  irnt  judgniait  to  de- 
cide in  it,  he  cannot  be  vorlhy  to  bear  his 
commission.  Should  any  recruiting  offi- 
cer thus  expose  a sick  or  convalescent 
recruit  without  the  approbation  of  the  at- 
tending surgeon  or  surgeon’s  mate,  the 
surgeon  or  surgeon's  mate  so  attending 
the  recruit  wiil  immediately  report  the 
officer  tlirougli  the  office  of  stlperintend- 
ence  cf  the  recruiting  service  to  the  dc- 
par'incni  of  war,  and  siirb  infringemem 
' on  the  proper  authority  of  the  medical  of- 
ficer wiil  be  pro  npily  enquired  into  and 
punislicd. 

Every  necessary  provision  must  be 
made  for  the  protection,  comfort  and  nou- 
rishment of  tlie  sick  recruits,  and  the  de- 
partment of  war  appeals  to  tlic  l.umane 
and  honorable  feelings  cf  the  medical  offi- 
cer's employed  and  to  be  employed  on 
,tbis  duty,  in  tlie  confident  trust  of  their 
. best  endeavors  to  preserve  and  cberish 
the  health  and  lives  of  those  brave  men 
who  step  forward  at  this  niomeutoiis  cri- 
sis to  fight  the  battles  of  their  country. 

All  i-ecruiting  officers  will  employ  their 
utmost  endeavors  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  service  ; and  superintending  field 
officers  will  be  assiduous  in  their  enqui- 
ries relative  to  the  conduct  of  their  subor- 
dinates,  and  promptly  report  tliereon  to 
the  olfice  of  superintendence  of  the  re- 
cruiting service ; and  they  will  exact 
from  all  parlies  under  their  command  the 
proper  deference  to  the  civil  authorities, 
the  most  scrupulous  observance  of  sobri- 
ety, decorous  deportment,  personal  clean- 
liness, neatness  of  quarters,  fbod,  arrange- 
ment of  messes,  and  every  thing  which 
may  procure  them  comfort  and  improve- 
ment.

LATEST  FROM  ENGLAND. 

The  schr.  Ellen,  capt.  Butler,  arrived 
at  Reedy  Island  on  Friday  last  in  58  days 
from  Lisbon.  Mr.  Guier,  who  came  pas- 
senger in  her,  has  obligingly  favored  us 
with  a veiy  extensive  collection  of  Eng- 
lish prints  to  the  5th  of  November,  com- 
prising the  Times,  Chronicle,  Utar,  Cob- 
bet  t’s  Register,  and  l.hyd's  List ; from 
some  of  which  we  make  extracts  for  iliis 
day’s  Gazette,  and  shall  continue  them  in 
future  numbers. 

Mr.  Madison’s  Message,  on  the  meet- 
ing of  the  present  Congress,  has  afforded 
to  the  respective  British  prints,  a wide 
field  of  animadversion,  in  which  they  in- 
dulge, reciprocally,  in  the  most  bitter 
current  of  reir;ark.  'Fhc  following  article 
is  from  the  ftlorning  Chronicle,  of  the  la- 
test date,  and  in  some  degree  may  be  con- 
sidered as  disclosing  the  sentiments  of  no 
inconsiderable  portion  of  English  politi- 
cians : 

“ The  Message  of  the  Presidi  vt  w ill  be 
read  with  serious  attention.  The  free 
and  confident  language  with  which  be 
speaks  of  the  barbarous  system  of  warfare 
which  we  are  waging  against  detcnceh  ss 
towns,  and  buildings,  proper  oi.ly  for  civil 
purposes,  proves  the  state  of  public  Icel- 
iiigin  .America  tube  strongly  and  general- 
ly roused  against  us.  When  we  look  back 
to  the  high  rank  in  point  of  martial  cha- 
racter which  we  held  in  April  last,  by  the 
glorious  acliieven’cnls  of  our  army  in  the 
Feninsula.and  when  by  a sort  of  miracle, 
our  perseverance  in  the  contest  with  Bo- 
naparte, against  the  judgment  of  the 
•Allied  Sovereigns,  was  crowned  with  suc- 
cess sve  feel  moT'ified  and  degraded  on 
viewing  the  station  wbirb  we  now  hold  in 
the  eyes  of  Europe.  'Flie  rondur  t ofoni 
Government  in  the  little  miserable  rear 
with  the  United  Stales,  has  tarnished  the 
glory  w'e  obtained.  The  Lillpwian  Aa- 
vy,  and  the  raiu  MtlUia  of  .hnrrica  have 
triumphed  over  our  feeble,  ill-advised  and 
iil-directcd  cffbrts.  On  the  ocean,  and 
even  on  our  coast,  we  have  been  insulted 
with  impunity,  through  the  total  igno- 
rance of  our  ^lariue  Departments,  andoii 
the  American  shores,  the  impolitic  and 
unjusiifiable  devastation  coinmitied  on 
houses,  which  were  truly  regarded  as 
moniiuicats  of  the  arts,  has  united  all  par- 
ties against  us  in  the  States,  and  has  rous- 
ed the  indignation  of  the  enlightened  and 
civilized  part  of  Europe.  ^Vha‘.  advan- 
tage to  the  real  objects  of  the  war  could 
we  propose  to  ourselves  by  this  petty  de- 
predation ? If  it  were  even  true  that 
tlic  Americans  set  the  first  example  of 
violence  and  plunder,  is  it  honorable  in  a 
great  nation  to  act  from  the  principle  of 
revenge  ? 

<’  But  the  most  lamentable,  and  the 
weakest  part  of  the  conduct  of  Ministers 
is,  tlial  having  set  up  pretensions  to  a new 
boundary,  which  was  sure  to  inflame  the 
hostility  of  the  Americans,  and  to  draw 
tortli  all  their  resources  against  us,  we 
made  no  adequate  exertions  to  enforce 
the  claims  that  we  sot  up,  but  suffered 
the  whole  year  to  pass  over  with  petty  ex- 
peditions, and  with  reinforcements  sent  in 
driblets,  while  all  remonst.  ances  from  our 
friends  in  Canada  were  disregarded,  our 
brave  troops  left  in  helpless  inferiori- 
ty, with  an  important,  indecisive  com- 
mander, and  the  very  possessions  that  we 
hold  endangered  by  the  protraction  of  the 
contest. 

“These  things,  we  trust,  will  come 
next  week  with  becoming  force  from  the 
mouths  of  our  Representatives,  and  will 
be  the  subject  of  a strict  inquiry  into  the 
conduct  of  Ministers. ’’ 

The  advices  from  Ghent  could  not  be 
of  a later  date  than  those  we  have  already 
received — The  only  articles  we  find  on 
the  subject  are  the  following ; 

“ It  has  been  our  painful  duty  to  stale, 
from  time  to  time,  the  unfortunate  situa- 
tion of  the  proceedings  at  Client.  Ou;* 
advices  yesterday  were  of  the  like  unwel- 
come complexion,  and  we  have  little 
doubt  that  within  a fortnight  we  shall 
have  to  announce  the  complete  rupture  of 
the  Negociation.” 

“ The  Divan  of  Constantinople  have  re. 
quested  the  grand  seignior  to  send  an  En- 
voy to  the  Congress.  They  speak  also  of 
an  embassy  from  North  America  : and 
they  add,  that  the  American  Ministers  at 
Ghent  may  possibly  repair  to  V'ienna.” 

The  relations  of  the  Continent,  which 
had  been  committed  to  the  great  Con- 
gress at  Vienna,  were  still  unknown. 
The  only  article  which  we  find  in  these 
papers  cf  a genuine  character,  is  the 
following  : 

“ Yesterday  we  received  Pari*  papers 
to  the  30th  ult.  Brussels  and  Frankfort 
papers  also  arrived  to  the  same  date,  and 
a Dutch  Mail.  The  intelligence  from 
Vienna  affords  no  information  resjiecting 
the  Congress,  the  deliberations  being 
kept  profoundly  vecret.  It  is  said  hovv^ 
ever,  that  the  Allied  Sovereigns  will  re- 
main at  Vienna  till  the  loth  instant,  when 
it  is  expected  the  business  of  the  Congress 
vv  11  be  terminated.  It  is  also  reported 
that  the  different  Sovereigns  of  Germany 
are  to  be  indipendent  in  their  respective 
States,  but  to  form  a confederation,  al- 
ternately presided  over  by  each.  An- 
other rumor  mentioned  is,  ilial  England, 
Russia,  Austria,  aud  France,  interest 
themselves  on  behalf  of  Daiitzic,  for  the 
recovery  of  its  independence.” 

The  subjoined  article  is  the  only  one 
contained  in  our  file  on  the  subject  of 
the  Wasp.  ^ 

“ The  action  between  the  Wasp  and 
Uie  Avon  vyill  not  be  forgotten.  The 
Captain  of  the  vessel  which  was  captured 
two  days  afterwards  by  the  Wasp,  was 
ycuerday  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Roy- 
al Exchange,  and  he  affirms  vv  iiho'jt  q„al- 


ificalion,  that  the  only  damage  suffered  by 
the  American  ship,  w as  one  shot  through 
the  hull,  with  one  seaman  killed,  and  two 
wounded.  The  Wasp,  we  are  told,  set 
sail  for  the  Canaries.”

(CO.VTINUED  ) 

About  11  o’clock  we  perceivedjtliat  our  peo- 
ple had  gained  die  raoiiiitaiiis,and  were  di  iving 
the  llappahs  from  height  to  height,  who 
fouglit  as  die;  retreated,  and  daring  our  men 
to  follow  them,  with  threatening  gesticulations. 
A native  who  bore  tin*  American  flag,  waved  it 
in  triumph,  as  lie  skipped  ahn  g the  iiionn- 
tains.  They  were  attended  hy  a large  coti- 
course  of  friendly  natives,  armed  as  usual, 
wli  . generally  kept  in  the  rear  of  our  men. — 
Mauina  alone  was  seen  hi  the  advance  ot  the 
wli'de,  and  was  w ell  know  n by  his  scarlet  cloak 
and  waving  plumes  ; in  about  an  hour  we  lost 
sigh-  of  the  combatants,  and  saw  no  more  of 
them  until  about  4 o’clock,  when  tlieyweie 
di- covered  descending  the  mountains  on  their 
return,  the  natives  bearing  five  dead  bodies 
slung  oiip  'les.  Mr.  D.'Wnes  and  Ins  men,  I 
soon  afterwards  arrivetl  at  the  camp,  over-  j 
come  with  the  fatigue  .,f  an  exercise  to  which  ( 
they  had  been  so  little  accustomed,  lie  iu- 
foimcd  me  that  on  his  arrival  near  the  tops  of 
the  m -untains,  the  llappahs,  stationed  on  the 
summit,  had  assailed  him  and  Ills  men,  with 
Slones  and  spears  ; that  lie  had  driven  them 
from  place  toplace  until  they  had  taken  refuge 
in  a fortress  erected  in  ihe  manner  described, 
on  the  brow  of  a steep  hill  ; here  they  all  made 
a stand,  to  the  number  of  between  three  and 
four  thousand  ; thev  dared  our  people  to  as- 
cend this  hill',  at  the  foot  of  winch  they  had 
made  a halt  to  take  breath  ; when  the  word 
was  given  by  Mr.  Downes  to  rush  tip  the  hill  ; 
at  that  instant  a stone  struck  him  in  the  belly, 
and  laid  liiin  breathless  on  the  ground,  and  at 
the  same  time  one  of  our  (leople  was  pierced 
wiili  a S(jcar  through  his  neck  This  occa- 
sioned a liult  and  'hey  were  about  abandoning 
any  further  attempt  on  the  place,  but  .Mr. 
Downes  soon  recovered  & iiiiding  himself  able 
to  walk,  gave  Orders  for  a charge.  Hitherto! 
our  pa-ty  had  d.  ne  nothii.g,  not  one  of  the ' 
enemy  had  to  their  knowledge  been  Wounded  j ! 
they  'C  .fled  at  our  men, exposed  to  them  their  1 
posteriors,  and  treated  them  with  the  u'most: 
contempt  and  derision.  Dtir  friendly  natives 
began  to  think  we  were  not  so  formidable  as  ' 
we  pretended  ; it  therefore  became  absolutely  ' 
necessary  that  the  fort  should  be  taken  at  all  I 
hazards.  Our  people  gave  'hree  cheers,  and| 
rushed  on  through  a shower  of  spears  and ! 
stones,  which  the  natives  threw  from  behind  ! 
their  strong  barrier,  and  it  was  not  until  our  I 
pei.ple  entered  the  fort  that  they  thought  of 
retreating  j five  at  this  instant  were  shot  de.id, 
and  one  in  particular  fought  until  tlie  muzzle 
of  the  gun  was  presented  t..  his  forehead  when 
the  top  of  his  head  was  blown  off.  As  soon  as 
this  place  was  taken,  all  further  resistance 
was  at  an  end  ; the  friendly  natives  collected 
the  dead,  while  many  ran  down  in  a village 
situated  in  the  valley  for  the  purpose  of  se 
curing  the  plunder,  large  quantities  of  which, 
consisting  of  drums,  mats,  callabashes,  and 
othei  household  utensils,  as  well  as  liogs,  co- 
coanuts,  and  other  fruitr ; they  also  brought 
with  them  large  quantities  of  that  plant  with 
wh.cli  they  make  their  finest  cloth,  which 
grows  nearly  as  large  as  the  wrist,  and  is  high- 
ly esteemed  by  them  They  came  also  laden 
with  plunder,  which  the  enemy  liad  not 
time  to  remove ; for  they  could  not  be  made  to 
believe  that  a handful  of  nien  could  drive 
them.  It  was  s!i  eking  to  see  tin-  manner  they 
treated  such  as  were  knocked  over  with  a shot  j 
they  rushed  on  them  with  their  wa.  clubs,  and 
soon  dispatched  them  ; then  each  seenii  d anx- 
ious to  dip  his  speai  in  his  blood,  which  noth- 
ing whatever  could  induce  him  to  wipe  oft’; 
the  tpea.-  from  that  time  bore  the  name  of  the 
dead  warrior,  and  its  value,  in  consequence  of 
that  trophy  was  greatly  enhanced.

The  Tayeehs,  the  llappahs,  and  Shauenees, 
now-  made  fresh  complaints  of  the  insults  and 
aggressions  of  the  Tvptcs  One  they  had 
tlirrsiened  to  drive  oft'  the  land : tliev  had 
tlirowii  stones  at  and  otherwise  insuttor)  indi- 
viiluals  of  the  other  tribes.  The  Tayeehs  and 
Happalis  became  very  solicitous  for  war,  and 
began  ti.  utter  loud  complaints,  that,  as  all  the 
other  tribes  in  the  island  had  formed  an  alli- 
ance  with  us,  they  should  be  tolerated  in  their 
insolence,  and  excused  from  supplying  us  as 
the  rest  had  done  ; the  more  distant  ha<l  now 
discontinued  bringing  in  their  supplies,  and 
the  ether  tribes  bad  fallen  off"  considerably, 
complaining  tliat  we  had  neai  ly  exhausted  all 
thee  stock,  while  the  l ypees  were  enjoying 
abundance ; lead  us  to  the  Typees,  said  thev. 


their  vaUi;y  ; you  have  long  threatened  them, 
and  yet  permit  them  to  offer  violence  to  us  ; 
and  while  you  have  rendered  every  other  tribe 
tribiiiary  to  you,  you  permit  them  to  triumph 
with  impunity.  Our  canoes  are  in  readiness, 
our  warriors  impatient,  and  for  less  provoca- 
tions, had  you  not  been  here,  we  should  have 
been  engaged  in  hostilities.  Let  us  punish 
those  Typees,  bring  them  on  tlie  same  terms 
tu  winch  we  have  agned,  .and  the  whole 
will  then  be  at  peace,  a thing  hitherto  un- 
known, but  the  advantage  la  which  we  can 
readily  conceive.  These  were  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the 
Tayeehs  and  I l.appahs.  T a vee  seemed  deter- 
mined to  keep  aloof  from  all  quairels  ; he  was 
sep.arated  from  us  bvthe  v.alley  of  the  Typees, 
and  they  had  it  in  their  power  to  retort  on  him 
at  pleasure  : he  and  his  people  concluded  It, 
therefore  the  w isest  to  hear  tlicir  insults  and 
dodge  their  stones  in  the  best  manner  they 
could,  not,  however,  without  complaining  oc. 
canionally  to  me  on  the  snhject;  Init  they 
seemed  determined  to  take  no  active  part  w illi 
us  in  the  war 

Finding  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to 
bring  the  Ty|)ees  to  terms,  or  endanger  our 
good  iinderstai.diiig  with  the  other  tubes,  I 
lesolvcd  to  ciifiiiavour  to  bring  .about  a negoti- 
ation w Itli  iliem.  and  to  b.ick  it  with  a foice 
sufficient  1 1 intimid.alc  them. 

On  the  27th  of  November  I informed  the 
Tayeehs  and  llappahs  that  1 should  next  day 
go  to  war  with  the  Ty  pees,  agreeably  to  iny 
original  plains,  and  directed  (Jallaiienali  to 
proceed  on  board  the  Kssex  Junior,  with  two 
persons,  who  were  to  perform  the  office  of 
ambassatlors,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  ship  in 
their  bay,  were  to  he  sent  to  the  'J'ypees,  of- 
fering the  same  terms  of  peace  as  were  accept- 
ed by  il-.e  .ithcrs. 

The  Kssex  Junior  sailed  in  the  afternoon, 
and  I proceeded  next  morning  at  3 o'clock 
w ith  five  boats,  accompanied  hy  10  war  ca- 
noes, blow  ing  their  coiiclis  as  a signal  by 
which  they  could  be  kept  together.  One  of 
our  boats  separated  from  the  others,  passed 
I he  hay,  and  did  not 
middle  of  the 
landing  at  sun 
canoes  from  the  llapp.-ths  The  Kssex  Junior 
soon  after  arrived  and  anchored,  and  the  tops  * 
of  all  the  iieighbnriiig  mountains  were  covered 
with  the  Tayc  h ami  Happah  warriors,  armed 
With  thcii  club",  spvar.s,  and  slings  : the  beach 
was  covered  Willi  the  warriors  who  came  wiili 
the  canoes,  an  J a ho  joined  us  from  tlie  hills  — 
Our  force  did  not  amount  to  a less  number 
than  5,OJO  men,  but  not  a Typee,  or  any  of 
tlieir  dwellings,  were  to  be  seen,  for  the  whole 
length  of  the  beach,  extending  upwards  of  a 
quarter  of  a mile,  was  a clear  level  plain,  which 
extended  back  about  100  yards — a high  and 
almost  Impenetrable  thicket  bordered  oil  this 
plain,  and  the  only  trace  we  could  perceive, 
wliicli  we  were  informed  led  to  the  habitations, 
was  a narrow  patliway  which  wound  through 
the  swamp.  The  canoes  were  all  hauled  on  the 
beach  : the  Tayeehs  on  the  right,  the  Happalis 
on  the  left,  and  our  four  boats  in  the  centre. — 
We  only  v.  aitc.l  for  reinforcements  from  the 
Essex  Junior  ; our  interpreter,  our  ambassa- 
dors, and  Gatteiicuali  landed  on  the  ships  an- 
choring . I went  on  board  to  hasten  them  on 
shore,  directing  lieutenant  Downes  to  bring 
with  him  15  men  ; these,  with  the  28  on  shore, 

I supposed  would  be  fully  sufficient  tu  bring 
tbeiii  to  terms.  On  my  return  to  the  lieacli  I 
found  every  one  in  arms.  'I'he  Typees  had  ap 
peared  in  the  busbea,  and  had  pelted  our  peo- 
ple with  stones  while  quietly  eating  their 
breakfast  ; they,  as  well  as  the  Tayeehs  and 
llappahs  were  all  on  their  guard,  but  no  hos- 
tilities had  been  ofl'ered  on  our  part.  I had 
brought  with  me  one  of  those  I had  intended 
tu  employ  as  ambassadors  ; he  bad  intermar- 
ried with  the  Typees,  and  was  pi  lviledgcd  to 
go  among  them  ; I furnished  him  with  a white 
flag,  and  sent  him  tu  inform  the  Typees  that  I 
had  come  to  olTer  them  peace  but  was  prepared 
for  war  ; that  I only  required  that  they  should 
submit  to  the  same  terms  as  thi.se  entered  into 
by  the  other  tribes,  and  that  terms  of  friend- 
ship would  be  much  more  pleasing  to  us  than 
any  satisfaction  which  1 expected  to  derive 
from  chastising  them.  In  a few  minutes  after 
the  departure  of  my  messenger,  lie  came  run- 
ning back,  the  picture  of  terror,  ard  informed 
me  he  had  met  in  the  bushes  an  ambuscade  of 
Typees,  who  regardless  of  his  flag  of  truce, 
winch  he  displayed  to  them,  had  driven  him 
back  with  blows,  and  bad  threateneil  to  put 
him  to  death  if  he  again  ventured  among  them  ; 
and  in  an  instant  afterwards  we  had  a confir- 
mation of  liis  atatement  in  a shower  of  s'ones 
which  came  from  the  bushes  ; at  the  same 
moment  one  of  them  darted  across  the  pathway 
and  was  shot  through  the  leg,  but  was  carried 
off  by  his  friends  —Hostilities  had  'now  com- 
menced. Lieut.  Uownes  bad  arrived  with  his 
men, and  I gave  llieorders  to  march.  .Mauina, 
as  having  forgot  the  diflTcrence  which  had 
taken  place  between  us,  placerl  himself^  as 
usual,  in  advance;  we  entered  the  bushes,  and 
were  at  every  instant  assailed  by  spears  and 
stones  which  came  fromthe  different  parlies  of 
the  enemy  in  ambuscade  : we  roulil  hear  the 
snapping  of  the  slings,  the  whisting  of  the 
Slones  : the  spears  came  quivering  by  us,  but 
we  could  not  perceive  from  wliom  they  came  ; 
no  enemy  was  to  be  seen — not  a whisper  was 
to  be  heard  among  them.  To  have  remained 
still  would  have  proved  fatal  to  us,  to  have 
retie.ated  would  have  c nvinced  them  of  our 
fears  and  our  incapacity  to  injure  them  ; our 
only  Safety  lay  in  advancing  and  endeavoring 
to  clear  the  thicket,  which  I had  been  inform- 
ed was  of  no  great  exten'. 

We  had  advanced  about  a mile  and  received 
no  injury,  nor  tiad  we  reason  to  believe  we  had 
done  any  to  the  enemy,  (who  we  could  only 
get  a glimpse  of  as  they  daried  from  tree  to 
tree,)  although  we  had  kept  up  a scattering 
fire  on  them  i we  at  length  came  to  a small 
opening  on  the  bank  of  a river,  from  the  thick- 
et on  the  opposite  side  of  wbicli  we  were  as- 
sailed with  a shower  of  stones,  when  Lieut. 
Downes  received  a blow  which  sliatlcred  the 
bone  of  bis  left  leg,  and  he  fell.  We  had  left 
parties  in  ambush  in  our  rear,  winch  we  had 
not  been  able  to  dislodge,  and  to  trust  him  to 
the  Indians  alone  to  take  back, was  hazarding 
too  much  i I was  fearful  of  weakening  my 
force  by  sending  a party  to  escort  him  back, 
and  to  have  returned  would  have  been  con- 

stiued  by  the  allied  tribes  into  a defeat. 

They  hail  taken  no  active  part  ; they  sat  as 
silent  observers  of  our  operations  ; the  sides 
of  the  mountains  were  still  covered  with  them, 
and  myself,  as  well  as  the  Taveehs  had  no 
slight  ground  to  doubt  the  fidelity  of  the  Hap- 
pahs  ; a defeat  would  no  d'  ubt  have  sealed 
our  destruction.  I had  came  with  a force 
very  inadequate  to  reduce  them  to  terms  as  f 
had  received  wrong  impressions  as  to  the 
country  through  which  we  had  to  pass  ; but 
since  we  had  come,  it  waa  necessary  something 
should  be  done  to  convince  tlicm  of  our  su- 
periority. The  Indians  all  began  to  leave  us  . 
all  depended  upon  our  own  exertions,  and  no 
time  was  to  be  lost  in  deliberation.  1 there- 
fore directed  -Mr.  Shaw,  with  four  men  to  es- 
cort him  to  the  beach  ; this,  with  the  party  I 


lied  our  march,  the  number  of  our  allies  be- 
came reduced,  and  even  tlie  brave  Maunia,  the 
first  to  expose  hiumclf,  began  to  bang  back. — 
While  he  had  kept  in  advance  he  had,  by  the 
quickness  ofh.s  sight,  which  was  astonishing, 
put  us  on  our  guard  as  the  stones  and  spcais 
came,  and  en.abled  us  to  elude  them  ; but  now 
they  came  too  thick  for  even  him  to  withstand. 
We  soon  came  to  the  place  for  fording  the  ri- 
ver, in  the  thick  bushes  of  the  opposite  banks 
of  w hich  the  Typees  who  were  here  very  nu- 
merous, made  a bold  stand  and slK.wered  on  us 
ilieir  .spears  ami  oilier  missiles  ; here  our  ad 
vaiice  was  for  a few  m.nutes  checked  ; the 
banks  of  the  river  wci  e remarkably  steep,  but
